The King of Spain: was the firſt, wo 
not being engaged, that aſliſted this State z - and His Majelty 
the Elector of Brandenburgh was the firſt that engaged with 
them as a Party; and His Majeſty the Emperor came in to 
the Treaty, to aſſiſt the foreſaid Ele&or ; which was fo ill re- 
ſented by His Majeſty of France, that the Spaniſh Nether- 
lands ſuffered as much by the French Army before as: after 
the War was Declared between the two Kings.
